BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Oct 28 (By the 
Associafed Press),.—The story of the highly important vietory won 
by the French and Belgian armies over the marsh lands of Flanders 
yesterday is the record of a spectacular military operation, which, 
before its completion, would have seemed impossible to the average 
expert. It is a story of men who battled their way forward over 
morasses and through water into which they sank literally to their 
necks at times, and with rifle and cold steel conquered the enemy 
in a large and vital strip of territory, which includes within its 
borders such places as Kippe, Mercken, Aschhoope and Kostermolen. 

The striking feature of the performance lies in the part played 
| by the Belgians in yesterday’s drive. When the poilus reached the 
neighborhood of Luyghem in the afternoon and began their assault 
on this place, the Belgians, who were watching from their lines across 
the floods, joined in the numbers, piling into ferries, poled their way 
to the eastern shore and hurled themselves on the Germans con- 
cealed in the region north of Luyghem with such good effect that

Luyghem Peninsula.

The First Steam Warship 
| Today is the anniversary of, the 
| launching of the firet steam war ves- 
| gel, the mother of all those gigantic, 
| death-dealing machines which now 
roam ‘the seven seas. Every svwper-| 
dreadnought of today is the descend- | 
‘ant of that ttle craft which was 
launched on Oct, 29, 1814, just 1038 
| years ago today, at the shipyard of 

Adam and Noah Brown in New York, | 
|and which-was christenea the Demo- 
| logos. This pioneer ship of the world's 
steam navies was the creation of Rob- 
ert Fulton and flew the Stars and 
Stripes of the infant republic. It was 
in 1818, when the United States was) 
at war with Great Britain, that Fulton 
| suggested the building of a steam war 
vessel. His plana were accepted by | 
the “Washington authorities, and in 
June of 1814 the keol of the Demo- 
logos wae laid. 

Thousands of people gathered to 
witness the launching of the queer 
| vessel, which was described as a 
| “floating battery,” and the designation 
was apt, for, as one commentator said, 
|her “bulk and unwieldly form seeme1 
|to render her as unfit for motion as 
| the land batteries which saluted Ler.” 


| On her trial trips, however, she 's snid 
|to have “moved with remarkable cel- 
| erity.” This ‘remarkable celerity” was 
at the rate of four and a ha'f miles per 
| hour, and Capt. Porter was soc weli 
sa'iefied with her that te deviared he 
would not change her if he could, 
Designed for the purpose of wiping 
the British navy off the sca, the 
Demvologos was completed too late to 
accomplish that objes*, and her carer 
| was brief and ingiwrisus, After the 
close of the war she was rechristened 
| the Robert Fulton, in honor of her in 
| yentor, and she became a receiving 


| ship at the Brooklyn navy yard. In 
1829 an explosion of powder, in her 
hold sent her to the bottom, at the 


same time killing 24 and wounding 19 
of her crew. 

It was not unt!l 1837 that the Uni 
ted States bullt a second steam war 
vessel, the Fulton II. One year later 
Great Britain launched the first ves- 
sel of her great steam navy. In 1840 
England had two steam war vessels, 
the Nemesis and the Phiegethon | 
which were sent to China, where they 
acquited themselves so well that the 
admiralty at last realized that steam 
was to be the motive power of the fu- 
ture, in warships as well as commer- 
clal vessels.

|What’s In a Name? 

Now that the public are to be 
invited to eat oleomargarine in- 
i stead of butter it may not be unin- 
teresting to note what the stuff is 
supposed, to be made of. The Unit- 
ed States law specifies the follow- 
ing, and any mixtures or extracts 
of them, as allowed to be sold un- 
‘der the name of oleomargarine:

Every facility is afforded those who have reasonable ground for applying for exemption 


under the patiary. Service Act. Each man’s case will be considered by a local, civil boa, 
sitting in the ity where he lives, and will be decided as is desirable in the national interes 

The idea ind the Military Service Act is to call up first only those whose absence 
from civilian eccupations will cause least disturbance to the country's economic and social 
life. One hundred thousand reinforcements—no more—are to be raised under the Act. 


Cases of Exemption 


Over 1,250 civic tribunals have been organized throughout Canada, known as 
Exemption Tribunals. These boards are comprised of 2 members, one appointed by the 
county judge and one by a joint committee of Parliament. It will be seen that these 
tribunals are non-military and independent. The members are men closely acquainted with 
itions in the places where they sit and will be able to give each case sympathetic attention. 


National Interest Will Govern Exemptions 


Consideration will be given to applications for exemption received from men engaged 
in the production or manufacture of commodities necessary to the conduct of the war and 
the support of those at home and cases in which real hardship would be caused by the 
withdrawal. Not all men who register these claims will be exempted, but such claims will 


receive careful consideration. National interest must govern.

Prompt lication for exemption is strongly urged upon all who, being included in 
the first class, believe they deserve exemption. But first visit a Medical Board and find out 
if any further action is required. Unless the Medical examination places you in Category A., 


you will have no immediate obligation for service.

Theresa Tallien was daughter of 
Count Cabarrus, a French gentleman, 
established in Spain, She was mar- 
ried at an early age to H. De Fonte- 
nay. During the reign of terror, 
while on their way to Spain, her hus- 
band was arrested at Bordeaux and 
thrown into prison. Madame remain- 
ed in that clty in the hope of effect- 
ing his liberation. Here she bacame 
acquainted with M. Tallien, who, un- 
der the direction of the convention, 
was persecuting the Girondists, Tal- 
lien fell madly in love with her and 
she accepted his advances. Her hus- 
band was released and aesisted in his 
return to Spain. Theresa remained 
behind and procured a divorce to en- 
able her to marry Tallien. Meanwhile 
she exerted her influence over her 
lover to etay the ourse of bloodshed. 
Tallien could not resist her teams and 
entreaties and daily some family had 
her to thank for geaving a member 
from the guillotine.} Tallien's leniency, 
however, was condemned in Paris, He 
was recalled and Theresa was thrown 
inte prison, where she shared the room 
of osenhihne, future empress of 
France. When Robesplerre was over- 
thrown and France delivered from the 
reign of terror, Theresa was relensed 
and a few days later Tallient led her 
to the altar. Later Theresa had ° 
ing love affaire with other men. en 
Napoleon went to Egypt Tallien went 
with him and was eoon forgotten by 
his wife. who, after a while, applied 
for and received a divorce from him 
Napoleon, who had been one of her 
intimates, after his marriage to Jose- 
phine, broke off all relations with her 
and refused to receive her at court. 
She later married the Prince of Chim- 
ay, and held a court of her own at 
Chimay, where she died in 1835.

HOOVER WARNS OF

Steps Are Taken to Protect Grain 
and Cattle in the U.S. 
North-west 


Seattle, Oct. in response to a 
warning telegraphed to Food Admin- 
istrator Herbert C. Hoover of a re- 
ported conspiracy afoot in the north- 
west to destroy grain supply and cat- 
tle, steps were taken today te sate- 
guard grain elevators and stockyards 
in this state 

Mr. Hoover's telegram sald: 

“I am informed of a_ widespread 
conspiracy on the part of the enemy 
to destroy animals in stockyards and 
grain supplies. In view of the tre- 
mendous loas of food sustained by the 
recent fire in the Kansas City stock- 
yards, I urge that you get in touch 
immediately with all stockyards com- 
panies in the state of Washington. 

“Emphasize the vital importance of 
largely augmented watch service and 
other fire protection. I also believe 
Governor Lister and the governors of 
all other states should have the princi- 
pal stockyards patrolled by trustwor- 


thy homeguards. This warning also 
| applies to grain elevators.’
